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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. In 
particular, applicant argues that the Morin (US 6,541,554) patent cannot anticipate the present claims because the scattering peak 
character is achieved by the nucleating additive used in conjunction with a thermal treatment. This is unpersuasive since Morin also 
teaches the importance of a thermal treatment used in conjunction with the nucleating agent to produce a stable fiber with low shrinkage 
up to very high temperatures (col. 8, lines 4-15). Thus, it is reasserted that the presently claimed scattering peak character is inherent to 
the Morin invention. The burden is upon applicant to prove otherwise. With respect to the 103 rejection over Fujishita and Conner, 
applicant reiterates the use of a thermal treatment in conjunction with the nucleating agent. This argument is also unpersuasive since 
Fujishita clearly teaches thermal treatment (col. 8, lines 3-28 and lines 41-59). 
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
